for his task. 
To say that the accommodations are 
superior to those of last yearis stating 
it mildly. No one who visited the dog 
show last year can forget the long, low 
tent into which’ the rain beat 3 
ping down from the canvas roof in 
showers that the kennels had to be 
thatched with straw to prevent the dogs 
from drowning...

There is an 
air of grandeur, combined witha pleas- 
ing, benevolent expression about these 
dogs, and this, wit their immense size 
an dignity of carriage, makes them, 
perhaps, the most attractive of any « 
the large do Republican, the m 
nificent St. Bernard, belonging to J. 
Martin of San Francisco, : walked off 
with the first prize, easily, and Grand 
Chancellor, the property of John Heffer- 
man, also of San Francisco, took sec- 
ond, while Hector,a homely brute, was 
marked N. D.,“ which, in dog parl- 
ance, means “pice dog, and throws 
him out of the race.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Eastbound Passenger Rates Still 
Somewhat Shaky. 


Three Tickets That Are Specified as 
the Demoralizers. 


Eastbound Overland Passenger Trains 
Go Out Heavily Loaded. 


A Through Sleeping Car Taken Off—Pren- 
ident Huntington Corrects a 
Southern Pacific Ramor 
—Local Notes. 


The passenger agents in Los Angeles 
are still considerably worried about the 
drift of business and the influence of 
surreptitious rate cutting. They will 
hold another meeting ina few days and 
attempt to formulate a plan for avert- 
ing the demoralization which has been 
threatening for some time. They de- 
mand that the three tickets, which they 
claim are the root of most of the trouble, 
be taken off sale. The ticket sold by 
the Southern Pacific to Chicago, by way 
of New Orleans, can be subjected to 
scalping to the extent of $21. The 
ticket sold by both the Southern Pa. 
cific and Santa Fé to Chicago, 
by way of St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
is capable of being scalped about $138. 
The ticket sold by the Santa Fé to Sioux 
City, by way of Kansas City, has already 
been alluded to, and can be used to cut 
the rate $6 or $8, according to the way 
it is manipulated. It is claimed that 
there is no special need of any one of 
these tickets which serve to aid in the 
demoralization of the rates. The pass- 
enger agents are unanimous in denounc- 
ing the brokers, but incidentally help 
them along in their business, The fact 
is that the brokers are doing a big busi- 
ness just now with the able assistance 
of the regular offices, though in the 
matter of reduced rates they can offer 
advantage.

QUEER CHINESE FISHING. 


Shrimps, Abalonés, Squids and Sea Moss 
Gathered on the Pacific Coast, 

There are some very curious fish- 
eries carried on dy the Chinese on the 
Pacific Coast,’’ said an officer of the 
United States Fish Commission to a 
Washington Star writer. One of the 
most remarkable is the catching of 
shrimps, which is an important industry 
in San Francisco Bay and adjacent wa- 
ters. These little crustaceans, upon 
being captured, are taken ashore and 
boiled in big iron vats after a rude 
fashion, holes being scooped out of the 
side of a steep bank for fireplaces, 
which are built up with stones. After 
the shrimps have remained in boiling 
water forten minutes, they are spread 
out to dry upon bare ground. One such 
schrimp yard at Hunter’s Point is about 
fifteen acresinextent. The Chinese use 
brooms shaped somewhat like hoes for 
spreading the shrimps and to turn them 
at the required intervals. 

After being thoroughly dried by ex- 
posure to the sun for about five days 
the shrimps are crushed by being 
trodden upon by the Chinamen in 
wooden shoes. This process loosens the 


meat from the shells, which latter are 


removed by shaking in a basket or by 
passing them through a crude fanning 
mill. Both meats and shells are then 
acked in sacks for exportation to 
na, where the meats are sold for 
food and the shells are disposed of as a 
fertilizer for tea plants, rice, and so 
forth. All classes of people in China 
eat the meats, although regarding them 
as inferior to the native shrimps, which 
are comparatively scarce and propor- 
tionately dearer. Both meats and 
shells are fed tofowls with remarkable 
egg-producing results. 
After each day’s shrimp fishing, 
rt ofthe catch is takemalive to the 
n Francisco market, where the 


arrival from San Francisco yesterday | shrimps sell for about 10 cents a pound. 


-All that cannot be sold at short notice 
in the city or country are taken back to 
the fishing camps and put through the 


process of boiling and drying for ship- 


ment abroad. e export trade is en- 
tirely controlled by Chinese merchants, 
who forward the shrimps to Hong Kong 
as a distributing center. In 1888 such 
exportations amounted to 796,660 

unds of meats, valued at $7 6,956 
and 8,842,200 pounds of shells, valued 
at $38,482. So you see that this little 
fishery is not such a small affair. 

ABALONE FISHING. 

“Another interesting fishery prose- 
cuted by the Chinese on the Pacific 
Coast is for for abalones. These beau- 
tiful univalve mollusks are found along 


the rock shores at low tide, clinging to 


the rocks above the water line. Each 
shell is slightly lifted, so that the fish- 
erman can thrust a stick under it and 
pry it off; but, if alarmed, the animal 
shuts down its valve, so that it can only 
be removed by breaking it to pieces. 
The meats are taken from the shell and 
boiled on shore in vats made of sheet 
iron. Shells and meatsare then packed 
in sacks and forwarded to San Fran- 
cisco, whence most of the meats are ex- 

rted China and the shells shipped to 

nce, the latter being highly valued 

for their beautiful mother-of-pearl. 

„Squid are caught in great quanti- 
ties by the Chinese and cured for ex- 
port. No salt is used for the purpose. 
They are simply dried in the sun, and, 
after being thus prepared, are packed 
in bundlesand coveredwith matting,each 
package containing about 185 pounds. 
They are sent by steamer to San Fran- 
cisco, where the bulk of them are for- 
warded to the Sandwich Islands and 
China. Sea moss is also collected for 
-food by the Chinamen, dan dried and 
packed in sacks.’’

ployment by being recognized as an ex-con- 
vict and having the story told to his em- 
ployers. Shear showed considerable polish 
and general knowledge. He was an excel- 
lent penman and a good talker, and claimed

“I want you to help me up in the world," 
he said to Bidwell, and so impressed that 
sympathizer that Shear was given a place 
under the Bidwell roof and permitted to 
eat at the family table.

Shear was a good clerk for a 
time and the Bidwells considered them- 
selves fortunate in having him, until one 
day he was handed several checks and re- 
quested to have them cashed, and with the 
proceeds buy a money order to be sent to 
England to a sister of George Bidwell, who 
was in that country laboring to secure the 
liberation of her brother, Austin Bidwell, 
then undergoing imprisonment for forgery. 

Shear took the checks and started for the 
bank, dressed in his new suit of clothes, 
but did not return that day or evening. 

Next day George Bidwell ascertained that 
the checks had been cashed and that his 
clerk had levanted with the money. 

It did not seem possible that any man 
could be so black-hearted as to deprive the 
sister in England of what was essential] tc 
her support in a strange land, but Shear 
had baseness sufficient for the deed. 

Warden Brush of Sing Sing reported 
that Shear. alias Williams and a half-dozen 
other names, had been confined there.

The American Race Suffering from Ite 
Excess of Energy. 
(Dr. Cyrus Edson in North American Review 
for March.] : 


In thirty years’ time, less than half 
he biblical allowance of man’s life, the 
nited States has multiplied its wealtk 
six times and has nearly trebled that pe:

We must, as a people, 
learn to understand this: that while we 
drive the brain we musc build the body. 
The methods of doing this are so simple 
that they are apt to be overlooked. 
They may be summed up in two words— 
exercise and fresh air. As we teach 
our children to wash their hands and 
faces in the morning and continue our 
teaching until ablutions become a habit 
so fixed as to produce positive discom- 
fort if they are omitted, so we must 
teach them to exercise until this, too, 
becomes a habit, a second nature,a 
something that when omitted causes 
real physical distress, and we must 
choose a form of exercise which is 
adapted to persons of middle age as well 
as to children. 

Build up the body, build up the body! 
In our modern life this should be dinned 
into the ears of all until it is obeyed, 
for verily, unless we build up the body, 
the strain on the brain will ruin the 
American people. The very elements 
in ourselves that have made us great, 
the push, the drive, the industry, the 
mental keenness, the ability and the 
willingness to labor—these contain in 
them the seeds of national death. No 
race may endure that has not the stam- 
ina and power of the healthy animal. 
The American race has run too much to 
brain,

Nerveless Magistrates. 

When Ravachol, the French Anarchist, 
drew from his pocket a bandana and 
put to flight a whole courtroom full of 
people—including judge, jury, bailiffs 
and spectators—the world had a good 
laugh at the officials, but forgave them. 
Their action, thongh cowardly and un- 
dignified, was taken under a misappre- 
hension and on the impulse of the mo- 
ment. But when we learn that mem- 
bers of the French judiciary are indi- 
vidually engaged in trumping up ex- 
cuses to avoid trying Ravachol, because 
each is afraid he will be visited with 
Anarchistic revenge, the last vestige of 
respect for them is lost. We must 
write them down cowards and pol- 
troons. If a man hasn't a little bit of 
personal as well as a good deal of morai 
courage, he ought never to try to be a 
judge in France or any other country. 

Contrast this weak course of the 
French judiciary with the record of 
some of our America magistrates, 
When the bulldozing Terry sent word 
to Justice Field, ‘‘If you ever attempt to 
hold court in California again I will 
kill you,’’ Justice Field wasin no way 
intimidated. Hesimply took as good 
precautions as he could for his protec- 
tion, and came and held court at the 
usual time. Thr result is well known. 
Recently in Southern Kansas, when 
four-fifths of the people of a county 
were up in arms against a judge and 
wanted to mob him, he shouldered a 
shotgun, walked to his courtroom and 
presided with his weapon within easy 
reach.

But a smart law- 
yer, who was defending the first mur- 
derer sentenced to die by electricity in 
New York, saw achance to make an 
advertisement for himself by appealing. 
the case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States under the plea that sue 
an execution was a violation of the Con- 
stitutional provision against eruel and 

nusual punishments.’’ His example 
has been followed by a number of other 
lawyers, who have taken up the valu- 
able time of the overworked tribunal 
and delayed the administration of jus- 
tice. A bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Fellows of New York provides that 
no sentence in a capital case can be ap- 
pealed, except upon the express order 
and direction of the judge from whose 
decision the appeal is taken.“ 


Tux latest anti-American disquietude 
on the part of the London Times is due 
tosome letters which it has received 
from its Buenos Ayres correspondent. 
A few weeks ago this scribe gravely 
described a mission by Admiral Walker 
to negotiate a treaty with the Argen- 
tine Republic by which the United 
States should undertake to protect that 
state in case it repudiated its foreign 
indebtedness. That effort was discussed 
in the Press of London with great so- 
lemnity, and the injury to American 
reputation, sure to follow such an ar- 
rangement, was pointed ont in the most 
condescending manner. It would pay 
the old-fogy Times to have a man on its 
staff who knows something about Amer- 
ican politics. Any English schoolboy 
of 14 ought to be able to inform the 
Thunderer that the United States does 
not send an Admiral to a foreign coun-

Senator Teller Vigorously Ar- 
raigns the Administration. 


The President Charged With Defeat- 
ing Free Coinage, 


And Driving Four Silver States Out 
of the Republican Party.

Wasuineton, April 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—After the 
usual morning business, Mr. Sherman 
notified the Senate that further, exami- 
nation of the Chinese immigration ques- 
tion had convinced the Committee on 
Foreign Relations that the existing 
Chinese exclusion legislation would not 
expire till 1894; therefore there was 
no pressure for immediate action on the 
question. He would, however, call it 
up for the conveniance of Senators who 
desired to speak on the subject. 

Thereupon the silver resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Morgan wastakenup. Mr. 
Teller proceeded to Senate 
upon it. 

Mx. Teller declared that the revolt 
against the Republican party in 1890 
was not against tariff legislation, but 
against currency legislation. The great 
etropolitan Republican journals rep- 
febented the President, as against the 
wishes of the House and Senate, on the 
silver question, and standing as a safe- 
guard for Wall street and the money 
boys. The silver bill lacked a majority 
in the House today because the mo- 
cratic party was afraid that if the Dem- 
ocrats in the House put themselves on 
record on the question as for free coin- 
age, the State of New York would cast 
its vote for the Republican party. He 
said that the banks of New York city 
have organized themselves for the pur- 
pose of defeating silver legislation. He 
ventured to say that there is not a na- 
tional bank in the United States which 
is not appealed to by the organization 
to contribute funds and influence to de- 
feat silver legislation. He asked what 
the poficy of the Republican party was 
in regard to silver and said: 

‘The Republican administration was 
elected on a platform declaring for the use 
of both gold and silver and condemning the 
policy of the Democrats in demonetizing 
silyer. But when they came here, a propo-

Exciting Republican Convention 
in Pennsylvania. 


A Resolution Complimentary to Sen- 
ator Quay Adopted. 


Bay State Republicans Choose Dele- 
. gates to Minneapolis. 


Cleveland and Gray Factions in Indiana 
Patch Up Their Differences on the 
Basis of Cleveland for 
First Choice. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Hanntsnund (Pa.,) April 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Republican 
State Convention to nominate a Su- 
preme Judge, two Congressmen-at-large, 
four electors-at-large and eight dele- 
gates-at-large to the national conven- 
tion, met here coday. The operahouse 
was packed. Gen. James W. Latta of 
Philadelphia was chosen temporary 
chairman. Ontaking the chair Gen. 
Latta briefly addressed the convention. 

The platform congratulates Rhode 
Islaud on its late victory; declares un- 
bounded confidence in President Harri- 
son’s administration and styles him a 
“Man without fear and without re- 
proach.”’ It says that in the disputes 
with Italy, Chile and in the reciprocity 
negotiations he acted with judicial 
temper and American spirit,“ and 
couples the name of James G. Blaine 
with these achievements, . It indorses 
the McKinley law and hails with satis- 
faction the signs in the recent elections 
that the country has come to realize its 
wisdom. It attacks the Democrats in 
Congress for attacking protection. 
piecemeal. It opposes the free coinage 
of silver, but favors the purchase of 
American silver at market value and 
the issue of treasury notesin payment. 

E. K. Martin was made permanent 
chairman. A special resolution was 
presented congratulating Quay on the 
manifestations of popular approval of 
his course. The resolution was received 
with mingled cheers, hoots and hisses. 
After the uproar had continued some 
time, a number of persons endeavoring 


to speak without success, the resolution 


was temporarily withdrawn, but after 
the platform was adopted it was rein- 
troduced in a modified form, commexud- 
ing the earnest public and party ser- 
vices of Quay. It was adopted. The 
convention then chose delegates-at- 
large and alternates. 

At the afternoon session Judge Thomas 
J. Clayton of Delaware, Judge G. John 
Dean of Blaire, Judge Harry White of 
Indiana, Judge John Henderson of Craw- 
ford, Judge John Ewing of Allegheny, 
Judge Robert W. Archibald of Lacka- 
wanna and Judge Wilbur F. Saddler of 
Cumberland were presented for the 
Supreme Judgship nomination. After 
the first ballot Clayton’s name was 
withdrawn. 

Upon the announcement of the result 
of the seventh ballot, showing 114 


votes for Henderson, Mr. Mageeshouted 


out a protest, saying that the secretary 
was cheating for Henderson and moved 
that tellers be appointed. Magee’s 


motion was put to the convention and 


— 


were 


although the vote appeared largely in 
its favor Chairman Martin declared it 
lost. 

Magee shouted that such work would 
not do. Cries of “fair play’’ were 
heard all over the building, and the 
chair again put the question. This 
time there could be no doubt that a 
majority favored the motion, and tellers 
elected. Secretary Leach re- 
fused to longer keep the tally-sheet. 

The eighth ballot resulted: Hender- 
son, 120; Dean, 100; Ewing, 23; Ar- 
chibald, 19; White, 16; Saddler, 1. 
At the conclusion of the ninth “ballot 
several delegates changed their votes, 


mostly going to Dean, for the reason 


that Ewing’s front had been broken in 
favor of Dean under the leadership of 
Magee. 

Philadelphians who had been for 
Henderson, protested against any 
changes. Secretary Leach was work- 
ing for Henderson hard. Finally the 
voice of Magee was heard above the 
noise shouting: Take Leach away 
from the tellers; he’s not a member of 
the convention. Cries of Put Leach 
out! Throw him out; and yells of 
all sorts followed and sto ped the work 
of the convention for a time. 

The chairman put an end to the bad 
teeling by announcing that the tellers 
were unable to agree, and that another 
ballot must be taken. This resulted: 
Dean, 185; Henderson, 127; Ewing, 
7; Saddler, 13 Dean lacking just one of 
the number necessary to elect. 

Mr. Rea, who named Henderson, then 
withdrew him, and the nomination of 
Dean was made unanimous with a hur- 
rah, bringing to a close one of the most 
exciting contests for a judicial nomina- 
tion ever witnessed in a convention in 
Pennsylvania. 

After supper Maj. McDowell and 
William Lilley were nominated for Con- 
gressmen-at-large. Delegates to the 
national convention were also selected, 
and the convention adjourned.

THE FIGHT IN INDIANA, 


The Cleveland and Gray Factions Reach 
an Agreement, 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] At ameeting of prom- 
inent supporters of ex-President Cleve- 
land and ex-Gov. Gray today, it was de- 
cided that the Indiana delegation to the 
Democratic National Convention will 
vote for Grover Cleveland for President 
until it becomes manifest that he is 
not to be the choice of the convention, 
and then the delegation will vote for 
Isaac P. Gray. An ſheidental indorse- 
ment of Gray was conceded by the 
party leaders tobe a proper recogni- 
tion of the claims of the ex-Governor, 
but only in submission to the inevitable, 
did the Gray people accede to the agree- 
ment. There is no likelihood of the 
Gray men receding from the agreement, 
and the exertions of leading Cleveland 
men are being directed to prevent 
over-enthusfastic followers from break- 
ing away and ignoring the agreement 
tomorrow by endeavoring to stampede 
the convention to an unqualified in- 
dorsement of Grover Cleveland. 

The tight for the governorship is hot- 
ter than ever tonight, with Shankland 
and Matthews still in the lead, bnt the 
friends of Niblack and Nye are hopeful. 
Shankland's friends insist that he will 
be nominated on the second ballot. 
Matthews says that after the first bal- 
lot he will have twenty-four votes to 
spare. Nye and Niblack are not mak- 
ing any claims. The contest is very 
complicated and no one can predict the 
‘result. 

The Committee on Resolutions has 
begun work on the platform to be 
adopted at tomorrow’s convention. 
There is little dispute on questions of 
party policy, the silver question being 
the only one which has provoked ex- 
tended discussion, Senator Voorhees 
and friends favored free coinage pla 
bat were overruled by the majority, 
the following plank was finally adopted: 
We believe that there should be kept in 

circalation @ full and spéicient | 


a 


volume of money, consisting of gold and 
silver and legal tender paper cucremc.y at 
par with each other. 

Harrison's administration is 
for subserviency to the interests of the 
money power and indifference to th 
welfare of the people; for prostitution 
of public patronage by the sale of a 
Cabinet position to John Wanamaker in 
return for financial aid in the cam- 
paign; for mismanagement of the Pen- 
sion Bureau; forthe promotion of Judge 
Woods as a reward for saving Dudley 
and his fellow-conspirators from the 
penitentiary; and for an attempt to 
fasten upon the country the iniquitous 
„force bill.“ The diplomacy of Harri- 
son and Blaine in the Chilean and 
Bering Sea affairs is denounced as a 
„weak and demagogical foreign policy 
which exhibited the Ameriban people to 
the world as a bully toward the weak 
and atruckler to the powerful.” The 
platform favors such tariff reform as 
will relieve the necessities of the peo- 
ple, and the tariff policy of Cleveland 
is reafirmed. 

District conventions tonight chose 
delegates to the national convention. 
Delegates-at-large and alternates were 
also chosen. This evening the Cleve- 
land and Gen. Shields’ Club, assisted by 
about two-thirds of the members of the 
Gray Club and several hundred del- 

egates and visitors, held a street dem- 
onstration in honor of Cleveland. 


BAY STATE REPUBLICANS. 
Delegates Chosen and Harrison's Admin- 
istration Indorsed. . 

Boston, April 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Republican State 
Convention to choose four delegates and 
alternates-at-large to the national con- 
vention met today at Tremont Temple. | 
Hon. W. C. Lovering was made chair- 
man. 

In his address on taking the chair he 
spoke at some length, saying that New 
England manufacturers are satisfied 
with the McKinley tariff on wool and 
are in opposition to free silver. 

The platform declares that the Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts are in full 
sympathy with every national move- 
ment fairly within the scope of the 
general Government for the investiga- 


tion and suppression of the evils, of the 
liquor traffic. The platform poses 
free silver, and says that ig view 
of the decline in the e of 
bullion, purchases by the Treasury 
and issue of certificates thereon 
should de suspended for a time. 


It declares that any changes in the tar- 
iff necessary from time to time should 
be made by the friends of protection, 
not the enemies. It indorses reci- 
procity; favors the extension of the 
civil service reform, the enactment of 
a national bankruptcy laws, laws for 
rebuilding the merchant marine and 
strengthening the navy. It indorses 


‘Harrison’s administration for vigor, 


justice, efficiency, freedom from scan- 
dal and brilliant diplomacy, Blaine 
coming in for special mention. Dele- 
gates to the national convention were 
chosen. Adjourned. 

South Carolina Republicans, 

Cor (S. C.,) April 20.— The old 
line Republican convention which met 
here yesterday spent most of the time 
in wrangles. It was late at night be- 
fore the Committee on Credentials re- 
ported. Wrangling was renewed. An 
effort to smash the old machine was evi- 
dent from a resolution that no federal 
office-holder should be sent as delegate 
to the national convention. The reso- 
lution was passed bat was afterward 
withdrawn.

Scenes on State Street During the Pro- 
lon—Description of the Deoora- 
tions in Detail—A Beauti- 

ful Picture. 


SANTA BARBARA, April 20.—[Staff Cor- 
respondence of THE Times.] Late yester- 
day afternoon the wind rose again, blowing 
vigorously till after sundown. It is feared 
that sad havoc has been wrought with the 
flowers, especially with those that were 
fully open. Yet so lavish and profuse has 
been the blossoming of the gardens that an 
abundant supply remains for the fragrant 
battle of the roses. 

Iwas out again last evening to the pa- 
vilion, and the scene presented was a bril- 
liant one, far excelling the appearance at 
the opening at noon, for the work of deco- 
ration is fully complete. Twohundred and 
fifty incandescent lights strung on droop- 
ing wires and shining like miniature suns 
beneath a firmament of green moss made 
the large room brilliant with light. The 
tall branching columns supporting. the roof 
are moss-wreathed, and clustering pampas 

lumes form the capitals of the columns. 

u all sides the background of the Fr 
auditorium is of branching palms of dif- 
ferent varieties, mingled sometimes with 
huge forest ferns. At either end a dome- 
like canopy is formed by gay scarlet bunt- 
ing. Palms drape the sides of the low 
stairway leading to the stage; em as 
plumes and palms ornament the front of 
the gallery where the Santa Barbara band 
discourses fine music at intervals. 

There is 4 large attendance, throngs 
coming and going — * the en- 
thusiasm of Eastern people, of whom a 
large number were present, finds full ex- 

ressionin exclamations like the follow-

‘fornia will yet be the Empire State of the 
continent, and will be rich in all that con- 
stitutes greatness and prosperity.“ 2 

“I would like to take this room just as it 
is and set it down at the World's Fair in 
Chicago,’’ exclaimed another, a bright lit- 
tle woman with sparkling eyes and smiling 


face. 
It a beautiful ure—the gay 
crowd; the sea of happy faces; the pret 


children; the fragrance of orange flo ; 
the sweet odor of rose and lily; the — 
of the band; the thousands of flowers 
every form and hue; the long tables of cit - 
rus and deciduous fruits; the bottles of 
rich, amber orange wines, sparkling as 
nectar, and the constantly changing, ka- 
leidoscopic scene, with the whole atmos- 
phere full of mingled fragrance, as sweet 
as the breath of Araby. 
I wandered again into the wild-wood 
nook where Nature's nurslings were bloom, 
ing, and where I found a miniature lake 
with green and mossy banks, and tangles 
of wild vines, and ferns, and cypress; where 
golden ee and starry-eyed daisies 
shown, and green brakes waved, and hun- 
dreds of Nature's wild-wood children lifted 
and breathed delicious fra- 
grance. Hefe,in a quiet miniature vale, 
was set an old-time adobe with its low 
‘tilted roof and veranda, where the olla is 
placed, and the water keeps cool through 
the hot noon of the summer.

It is a wilderness of at fruit- | 
bearing orchards and beautiful suburban 
homes, forever fronting a smiling sea, for- 
ever guarded by grand mountains and pic- 
turesque hills. 

I took another look last evening at the 
charming representation of a picnic in a 
quiet cafion of the Montecito, and was more 
pleased than before with the pretty design. 
Asmall table was spread in a spot where 
the shadows fell soft, and gaily-dressed 
dolls were the representatives of the happy 
children. They had just finished their 
lunch, and there was the little boy with 
drawn bow, with thé arrow which 
he had sped sticking firm in the 
heart of his t. There the careless 
boys and girls gathering the wild flowers 
and the quiet ones upon the banks of the 
tiny creek, and there the irrepressible 
kodak fiend, who, in these latter days, is 
forever intruding upon every festive scene. 
It was a perfect picture of joyous child. 
hood and green and quiet glens. 

Among the notables in the crowd I noticed 
Miss Kate Sanbérn, author of Adopting an 
Abandoned Claim“ and other popular vol: 
umes. She was charmed with the display 
and is enthralled with Southern Califorhia. 
Its soil, its climate andits people all win 
her praise. She is a bright and brainy 
woman, and she will do justice to this sec- 
tion in her forthcoming work upon Califor- 
nia.

BATTLE OF FLOWERS. 


A Scene of Surpassing Beauty—The Gor- 
geous Pageant. 
Santa BARBARA, April 20.—[Staff Corre 
ndence of THE Timms.) It isa gala day 
or Santa Barbara, and the city is wide- 
awake from center to circumference. 
State street allthe morning was as full as 
the streets of San Francisco, with crowds 
arriving from the country around, and, 
later, on the trains; men hurrying to and 
fro with arms filled with flowers; women 
laden with baskets of bloom; little boys 
with hand carts filled to the brim with 
callas, roses and other bright blossoms: 
scores of men at work decorating their 
houses of bvsiness; visitors out in car- 
tiages watching the bustle, and gladness 
everywhere. 
took a drive the length of 
State street to view the decorations 
before the parade opened. It was 
like ng up a fairy garden path, 
for there is scarce a building from Monte- 
cito street to the point where the grand 
stands are erected that does not show elab. 
orate decorations. Individual taste has 
found expression in the work of ornamen- 
tation, which is as varied as the number of 
designers. One of the first buildings upon 
the line of march is decorated wholly with 
1 plumes, some of which are colored 
n blues andreds. Over the awning they 
are pendant while at each end are large 
starsof the feathery plum

termingled and the result is very pleasing. 
The Press building is ornamented with flags 
and evergreens, andthe Occidental Hotel 
is gay with bright bunting, palms and pam- 
pas plumes. 

Mr. Sexton's place of business is a sym- 
phony incolors. From the front of the 
awning is suspended a large fish-net filled 
in with gay roses and bordered with ferns, 
and the curtain is caught up gracefully in 
the center. Bamboos are arranged about 
the supporting columns, and in the windows 
isa brilliant array of wild poppies, the 
flower of the Golden State, and Duchess 
roses, the favorites of Santa Barbara. 

The grocery stores of Brooks & Co. are 
tastefully decorated with a profusion of 
callas arching the doors, with palms and 
fruits handsomely arranged in front. The 
Great Wardrobe”’ has an elegant pediment 
of orange and white bunting, sur- 
mounted by flags and palms, and 
with a fine floral shield in the window. 
Roeder’s hardware store is ornamented by 
a large floral fag which is surrounded by 
gay bunting, and Rinz’s drugstore is 

raped in front with American and Span- 
ish flags, the top crowned with the Stars 
and Stripes and a line of palms beneath, 
and clusters of Banksia roses, which, all 
combined, is very rich and effective. 

The house of Austin & Trenwith have 
displayed great taste in adornments. 
Palm branches form the background, 
while gay streamers of white, orange and 
green extend from the second story to the 
base of the building where they are caught 
up in graceful loops and confined with rib- 
bons fastened to the walls. 

One of the most uniquely decorated 
fronts is that oft the Shangai Company. a 
Chinese mercantile house from whose awn- 
ing is suspended Chinese portieres of rice 
and many colored beads, bordered with 
flags and pictaresef the American eagle. 
But I have not time to further particular- 
ize. Suffice it to say that State street today 
is like a long tropical forest aisle, brilliant 
with beauty and freshness. Above the 
Arlington are the tribunes and grand stands 
the seats covered with white cloth, the 
fronts decorated with bright-colored bunt- 
ing festooned, while overhead 
hundreds of guidons and brilliant-colored 
ry it streaming, with just enough wind 
to p them gaily fluttering asif they, too 
= glad in the charming festivities of the 

ay. 

Not a cloud is in the sky, the wind is 
hushed, the air is golden with sunshine, 
the hills are green, the sea breathes softly, 
birds wing their flight overhead, butterflies 
flutter along their sunny — as we 
wait the coming of the goddess Flora. 

Iam sitting in the broad sunshine await- 
ing the coming of the floral procession, 
Passing me is a bicycle decorated with 
roses and evergreen; ‘carriages gay with 
brilliant trappings, and I see moving to 
join the line of march many rose-covered 
chariots, one a beautiful symphony in pink 
—the brightest of pink rosebuds and blos- 
soms—the carriage basket-shaped, with 
slender arch overhead covered with roses, 
and filled with beautiful young girls clad 
in pink with pale-green-moss. trimmings. 
A carriage decorated with blue pampas 
plumes, the young girls with eyes 
radiant in azure-colored robes. Another 
adorned with the feathery-white plumes 
and the smiling and graceful girls in white 
attire, looking like fairy nymphs. Thena 
chariot, amber-hued. as if made of the 
beams of Phoebus, the deep.yellow roses 
covering it completely and the pretty 
maidens robed in yellow filmy stuff 
and gay as summer butterfiies. Another 
is passing, drawn by black and white 
horses with yellow ribbons streaming from 
their arching necks, the carriage decked 
with white and pale yellow roses, and fair 
ladies in white filling its seats. Another 
passes, flower-covered and flower-canopied, 
the horses looking Hke a rose bush in 
spring. And so the clans of Flora's 
kingdom are gathering. A thousand peo- 
ple are already upon the tribunes awaiting 
the approach of the goddess and her at- 
tendants. Nearly all have baskets of 
‘flowers or small bouquets, which are to be

enough to make that perfection of atmos- 
phere which is Southern California's charm. 
And now the procession co moving to 
the inspiring music of the baad. Ah, what 
175 splendor of color! what fragrance! what 
beauty! The great flower-decked float on

‘her attendant nymphs comes near. They 
ride in shell-like seats, beneath a blossom- 
ring canopy, The goddess is as fair as the 
white r which deck her State. Her 
}white vest floats like soft mist around 
her; her dress is like the white film of a 
cloud; her eyes are shining with delight as 
she sees her crowd of worshipers. Fair 
are the little nymphs that attend her. The 
battle of flowers begins. The people shout 
their welcome and strew her path with the 
rarest blossoms. How gay is the proces- 
sion! Not a carriage in the long line but is 
bright with flowers.

Necessity for a Sewer System 
for Santa Ana. 


The People Becoming Aroused on the 
Vital Subject.

That Santa Ana is in need of a sewer sys- 
tem is a fact patent to every intelligent 
resident of the city. No city the the size of 
Santa Ana, especially in a warm climate, 
can be a healthy place in which to live if 
it has not a systematic form of drainage. 
The few cases of diphtheria that have al- 
ready putin an appearance, and to all ap- 
pearances having germinated within the 
confines of the city limits, should be con- 
vincing evidence that something should be 
done. and done at once, to better the sani- 
tary condition of the city. The health of- 
ficer stated publicly a few days ago that 
diphtheria is essentially a filth disease, and 
is most prevalent in places where there is 
filth contamination of soil and air by reason 
of defective sewerage. He further said 
thatif the present system of sewerage in 
the city continues there will soon be a lo- 
cality so honeycombed with cesspools and 
privy vaults as to make it a fit breeding- 
place for such diseases, and that then it 
might be expected to have them always. 
Another prominent physician of the city 
said he considered that Santa Ana was on 
the verge of contagion and that the present 
unfavorable state of affairs was owing 
to the absence of effective sewerage. 
This is not favorable news to der- 
ald to the public, and the thought 
may occur to some readers that Santa Ana 
would be a very good place from which to 
stay away. Such, however, is not the case. 
Santa Ana is a good town, surrounded by a 
beautiful and productive country. Its peo- 
ple are intelligent and law-abiding, and 
there are many reasons why a residence in 
this locality should be particularly desired, 
but there has been a growing necessity for 
a city sewerage system for the past few 
years, and thetime has come now when it 
is a fact, staring the populace in the face, 
that it is an absolute necessity for the city 
to better its sanitary condition if the health 
of its residents be preserved. Itisa ques- 
tion of great moment, one upon which the 
health of every resident of the city depends. 
Every day’s delay inthe matterserves to 
increase the danger arising trom the aceu- 
mulation of filth, and from an interview, 
published in yesterday's Daily Blade by one 
of its reporters, is the best of evidence that 
the people are awakening to their interests. 
Out of sixty-four business men interviewed, 
selected miscellaneously over the city, but 
oneventured the assertion that the city could 
longer remain in its present condition with- 
out greatly endangering the good health of 
its residents. What the people demand the 
city must have. Let the taxpayer and 
everybody speak and speak freely upon 
this subject.

Tree Case. 


The Restraining Order Modified by 
Judge McKinley. 


A Tax Title Case on Trial Before 
Judge Shaw. 


The Charge of Burglary Against Charles 
Kern Dismissed—The Gibbs Case 
Again in Court—General Court 
Notes—New Suits, 


In Department Six yesterday morn- 
ing Judge McKinley heard argument in 
the case of the People, etc. vs. James 
Colegrove et al., the matter being pre- 
sented by Messrs. John Haynes and F. 
M. Porter for the defense. By consent 
of counsel the restraining order was 
thereupon so modified as to allow the 
defendants to disinfect the trees and 
plant the same in nursery form, provided 
they were not placed contiguous to 
other orchards.

Found Dead in Bed. 

Coroner Weldon held an inquest yes- 
terday afternoon on the remains of 
Willliam Barher, an old man who was 
found dead in his room at the United 
States Hotel yesterday morning. 

Deceased came to this city about 
thirty years ago, and has spent most of 
his time here, although he has lived 
several years in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico.

SERIOUS ACCIDENTS. 


A Runaway That Came Very Near 
Resulting Fatally. 


Four Persons More or Less Injured—A 
Woman Walks Off a Moving Ca- 
ble Train and is Badly 
Hurt. 


Yesterday was a good day for ac 
cidents, and while several of them were 
quite serious, there were no fatal re- 
sults. 

Phe first one was a runaway accident 
on Hill street, between Fifth and Sixth, 

Mrs. E. J. Hale and a man named 
Tom Thompson were out driving in a 
light spring wagon when the horse that 
Thompson was breaking for Mrs. Hale 
became ungovernable and started off on 
the dead jump. Thompson, who is an 
old horse-trainer, lost all power over 
the enraged brute, and the first thing 
he knew the animal ran into a spring 
wagon occupied oy Mrs. Thompson and 
Mrs. Johnson. 

The next moment the two wagons 
and their occupants were piled upin a 
heap onthestreet. There were several 
eye-witnesses to the affair and in a few 
minutes the horses were cut loose and 
the unfortunate occupants of the two 
wagons were drawn out of the wreck. 

Thompson escaped with several 
slight scratches, but the ladies were 
not so fortunate. All three were more 
or less cut and bruised, and Mrs. Hale 
was in such a condition that it was 
thought best to send her to the receiv- 
ing hospital, and the patrol wagon was 
called. 

Mrs. Thomas aud Mrs. Johnson were 
not so seriously injured, and after 
Police Surgeon Bryant, who was on the 
scene a few minutes after the accident, 
had examined them they were sent to 
their homes and both were resting easy 
last night. 

Mrs. Hale was still unconscious when 
she reached the hospital, and at first it 
was supposed thal she had received a 
fracture of the skull, but an examina- 
tion proved that she was only stuned. 
There are two or three ugly bruises on 
the back of her head, and her left wrist 
is sprained, but she is notinjured other- 
wise. After her wounds had been 
dressed she was sent home, and will be 
out in a few days. 

It is the greatest wonder in the world 
that all four were not killed instantly, 
as the wagons came together with great 
force and the occupants were thrown to 
the ground with great violence. 

WALKED OFF A CABLE CAR. 

Another singular accident took place 
a few minutes later on North Main 
street opposite Commercial street. 
Mrs. M. Daic, who lives on a ranch near 
Caiabasas was in the city on a visit, and 
as she had never taken a ride on a 
street car she boarded the cable at 
Spring and First streets and started for 
East Los Angeies. When she reached 
a point opposite Commercial street she 
concluded that she had gone far enough. 
and as she knew nothing about stopping 
the train by motioning the conductor, 
she quietly rose to her feet and cooly 
walked from the platform. She had 
her face to the rear of the train, and 
expected to land on her, feet, but in this 
she was mistaken, and the next she 
knew she came down on the back of her 
head with a terrible crash. 

She was picked up in an unconscious 
state and taken to the receiving hos- 
pital. She received an ugly scalp 
wound in the back ofthe head, butthe 
skull was not fractured, and after the 
wound had been sewed up by Police 
Surgeon Bryant she was put to bed in 
the hospital where she spent the night. 
She will be well enough to go home to- 
day.

PRE-MILLENNIAL ADVENT. 


An Association Formed to Far- 
ther the Idea. 


The Objects of the Organization Set 
Forth at Length. 


Col. Blanton Duncan Takes Issue 


With the Movement. 


An Open Letter to Rev. Thomas W. Has. 
kins—The Reasons for His Belief 
Plainly Stated and Proofs 
‘Furnished, 


The Pre-Millennial Association. of 
Southern California was organized in 
this city some days ago and the follow- 
ing prospectus sent out setting forth 
the objects of the organization: 

The Pre*Millenial Association consists of 
all persons who sincerely believe in, and 
look for, the speedy personal coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ to reign as King of Israel 
and Lord of the World. 

The members voluntarily meet together 
as often as they may determine for the fol- 
lowing objects: 

1. For prayer and mutual instruction 
and purification of heart and life in order 
to be ready for His glorious epiphany. 

All matters of whatever nature for which 
the association is responsible shall first be 
considered by the Prudential Committee, 
and afterward shall be brought before the 
association in open meeting and decided as 
may seem to them good at the time. 

All believers in Jesus of Nazareth as tue 
Son of God, who are looking for His per- 
sonal appearing, desiring to unite in the 
objects of the association, may do so by 
2 his or her name through any mem- 

r. 

The Prudential Committee shall consider 
and recommend names of persons for mem- 
bership, and also subjects for public advoc- 
acy and discussion. 

2. For publishing the good tidings to 
others through public meetings and the 
preparation and distribution of printed 
matter, or by any other way as they may 
be divinely led or permitted. 

The association has no formal rules of 
government, exceptthe election of a pre- 
siding member, a secretary and a Pruden- 
tial Committee. The meetings are held as 
in the presence of the Lord Jesus, and un- 
der the guidance of the Holy Spirtt as He 
has declared the Lord's will in the New 
Testament Scriptures. 


The Los Angeles Churchman, of which 
Rev. Thomas W. Haskins is the editor, 
is the organ of the association, and 
every effort will be made to awaken in- 
terest in the subject. 

The last meeting of the association 
was held Tuesday evening, a report of 
which was published in Tuz Times of 
yesterday. A number of well-known 
ministers were present and took an 
active part in the proceedings, and sev- 
eral addresses were made in line with 
subjects above outlined. It is proposed 
to continue these meetings from time 
time, and the pre-millennial idea prom- 
ises to be the leading topic in religious 
circles. 


Col. Blanton Duncan to Rey. Mr. Haskins. 

Col. Blanton Duncan has written the 
following open letter to Rev. Thomas 
W. Haskins, editor of the Churchman, 
taking issue with that gentleman of the 
pre-millennial views expressed by him: 

To Kev: Thomas . Haskins—MyY DEAR dix: 
I'was invited to attend your Pre-millennial 
Associacion, formed for laudable purposes, 
and to teach that the remarkable occur- 
rences of the past year indicate the near 
approach of the end. I cannot agree, how- 
ever, with one proposition, which you in- 
dicate as the basis of your work and be- 
lief. Nor did 1 think that you would sup- 
port any doctrine of infallibility. The 
Churchman which you sent to me so de- 
clares, *‘We know, etc., and it states that 
you will refuse to print any views antago- 
nisticto your own. Your declaration in 
Proposition V is so different from anything 
I have read in the Bible that I send you my 
small pamphiet that you may read my 
chapter V. I can find nowhere in the 
scriptures any authority for “He is to 
reign thereafter in a visible, civil kingdom, to 
which all nations of de earth will be subject. 
Quite the contrary, nothing is said as to 
the earth.“ 

And the fallacy, I fear, is again to be sup- 
ported by you aud so many other influential 
persons, which always misled the Jews as to 
their Messiah, and thus caused their rejec- 
tion of him when he came. They believed 
that he was to be a temporal, all-powerful 
king, to reign over them and to rule the 
world. Would it not be wise to carefully 
consider, lest you fall into the same error ? 
The anti-Christ is depicted by Daniel, and 
Christ and others, as a conquering king, to 
nold supreme sway; and likewise to be en- 
dowed with wonderful powers so that he 
“shall show great signs and wonders; inso- 
much that if it were possible they should de- 
ceive the very elect. Thus the Bible and the 
declarations of Christ tell us that we need 
not look for him in that guise. The com- 
mand was, Jesus said unto His apostles, 
go ye forth into all the world, and as ye go 
preach, saying, the kingdom of ("heaven 
is at hand.“ 

The very lastevent (prior to the advent, 
and to the great tribulation,’’) is, accord- 
ing to Christ's owg declaration, This Gos- 
pel of the Kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all nations— 
and then shall the end come.“ In the xvi 
Revelations John portrays how the human 
race is to be destroyed, until only a *‘rem- 
nant is left.“ The last curse—the falling 
of hailstones weighing fifty-six pounds each 
—would annihilate everything. man, ani- 
mals, structures, forests, etc., if permitted 
to continue even two das. Christ tells of 
the desolation, for then shall be great 
tribulation, such as not since the beginning 
of this world; no, nor ever shall be. And, 
except these days should be s/wrtened, there 
should no flesh be saved; but for the elects’ sake 
these days shall be shortened.”’ 

All the calamities are to happen before the 
second advent. Christ distinctly advised it, 
so that the whole human race has to pass 
the ordeal in some shape—Christians and 
elect, as well as{pagans and wicked. This 
is the order (Mark viii, 24.) 

But in these aster that tribula. 
tion, the sun shall be darkened and the 
moon shall not give her light; and the 
stars of heaven shall fall, and the powers 
that are in heaven shall be shaken. And 
then shall they see the Son of Man coming! 

Of the vast human hive (probably there 
may not be in existence nine prior to the 
Second Advent) 10,000,000 of people in the 
next twenty years. Some may live to see 
1,400,000,000 blotted out. We are told 
how Christ ascended into the clouds. From 
himself we have the statement how he will 
return. Instantaneously---to be seen every- 
where all over the globe---during that time 
when opaque darkness shall overspread all 
space. 

For as the lightning cometh out of the 
east and shineth even unto the west, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of Man be. 
And then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of Man in heavens; aud then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn; and they shall see 
the Son of Man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory. Aud he shall 
send his angels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, andthey shall gather together 
His elect from the four winds&@™from one 
end of heaven to the other. 

Nothing whatever said that Christ will 
even put His foot upon the earth. On the 
contrary He and His elect and the risen 
Martyrs are to be in the air. Paul is the 
only Apostle who gives expression as to 
what is to happen. “Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up with 
them in the clouds to meet the Lord in the 
air, and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

What does the word so govern? Is it 
‘in the air’’? At any rate the saints are 
to be ever with the Lord. There are to be 
only two classes to reign for a thousand 
years with Christ—the Martyrs and the 
Blect. The latter cannot be classified, be- 
ing one of the mysteries which none of the 


Apostles have seemed to understand. The 
former are all who have suffered death 
since the coming of Christ, for His sake. 
Paul said: The dead in Christ shall rise 
fret.” The souls of the Martyrs are 
described by John in Revealation v, as be- 
ing placed together under the Heaven.” 
See also Revealutions vt-9, where John “saw 
under the altar the souls of them that were 
slain for the Word of the Lord. With the 
exception of „noch and Elijah, and possibly 
Moses. All men have died and will die, un- 
less some of the Elect are also translated at 
the Second Advent. Luke intimates this, 
as to those who may be spared throughout 
the dreadful calamities, when even the ter- 
rible hailstones will swerve from striking 
those foreordained to escape. “When these 
things begin to come to pass, then look up 
and lift up your head, for your redemption 
— nigh.““ No terror for them as he 
8: 

Watch ye therefore; and pray always 
that ye may be accounted worthy t= to 
escape all these things, which shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of Man. 

The Prophets and Martyrs are awaitin 
for the coming of Christ in the place o 
abode of the souls of the just. No man 
hath ascended up to heaven, but He that 
came down from heaven—even the Son of 
Man, which is in heaven.“ And we have 
also Christ’s\declacation For David is not 
ascended into heaven.“ 

The Elect and the Martyrs are to be taken 
into the air - from thence most probably 
into heaven, where they “lived ond reigned 
with Christ a thousand years.“ Certainly 
not on earth, nor in a visible, civil King- 
dom,“ with “all the nations of the earth 
subject thereto.“ The myriads of other 
just beings, who have died since the crea- 


tion of the world, will have no part in the 


ascension—for the declaration is positive 
the rest of the dead lived not again, until 
the thousand years were fimshed.”’ 

John describes how the remnant left alive 
on the earth shall multiply to number as the 
sand of the sea;“ and the devil being let 
loose, when the thousand years are expired, 
shall deceive them into idolatry and gen- 
eral war. Every living soul will be de- 
stroyed—excepting a certain fragment, 
who may be translated without the pangs 
of death—prior to the judgment day. 
Peter says: The heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth aiso, and 
the works therein shall be burned up. And 
then will come the terrible day which John 
describes: I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God, and the sea gave 
up the dead, which were in them, and they 
were judged every man according to their 
works. This does not include the martyrs 
and the elect, who had been taken away to 
reign with Christ. “On such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God andshall reign with him a 
thousand years.“ 

It is very clear that those who will come 
with Christ, and those who rise from the 
dead will be clothed in &spirttual bodies. 
“For the son of man shall come in the glory 
of his fathor with his angels. There 
be some standing here which shall not taste 
of death till they see the Son of Man coming 
in His kingdom.“ It has always been a be- 
lief that John did not die, but was taken as 
Moses was. The above was a promise which 
has certainly been fulfilled. And it is net 
to earth that Christ is coming, but into the 
kingdom of glory, which is already estab: 
lished. It is evident that death in some 
form is to overtake those referred to as well 
as all the living electon the earth at that 
moment, the adveent, Paul says the glory 
ofthe celestial is one; the glory of the 
terres trialis another. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. As we 
have borne the image of the earthly, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly.”’ 
And he added that we shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye.” 

For what possible purpose could the 
“angels’’ be brought down on earth from 
heaven? Why should the saints descend 
from the air to live on earth, in any ‘‘visi- 
ble, civil kingdom,“ which could in notbing 
compare with the happy abode in which 
they had rested since death, and the 
assumption of aspiritual body? What an 
anomaly in bringing these pure beings into 
contact with living human beings, in their 
natural bodies and all their sins! The liv- 
ing elect must go through with foredestined 
change, probably spared a single pang in 
assuming celestial glory. God made the dec- 
laration to Moses: Thou canst not see my 
face; forthere shall no man see me and 
live.“ It is therefore a conclusive deduction 
that when Christ is surrounded in the air 
with probably ten thousand millions of 
spiritual beings he intends to take them to 
heaven to remain for the thousand years. 
That was evidently the promise made to 
Peter when he asked, We have forsaken 
all and followed thee. What shall we have 
therefore!“ The response of Christ did not 
relate to worldly honors, rewards, joys, but 
“When the Sonof Man shall sit in the 
throne of His glory ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes 
of Israel’’—rulers over the Jews, not on earth, 
but in heaven. 


The distinction is very marked, after 
Christ's fast of forty days and nights, when 
Satan showed him “All the kingdoms of the 
world in one moment of time,’’ and was re- 
buked. Immediately after that statement 
Christ preaches “Repent, for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.“ The kingdom of 
heaven is constantly repeated everywhere 
throughout the New Testament—not a word 
as to a visible, civil kingdom on earth.” 
It is easy to tear a paragraph from its con- 
text and to use it ag an argument upon 
almost any sub jec bit it is the whole Bible 
which we must use to discover the meaning 
and the truth. Great numbers profess to 
find authority in denying the existence of 
everlasting punishment from such an Iso- 
lated text as this: Who (Christ) will have 
all men to be saved, and to come into the 
knowledge of the truth.“ So the advocates 
of an actual earthly kingdom tear out a 
single line from Revelations to sustain 
their views: And hast made us unto 
God kings and priests; and we shall 
reign on the earth.“ John saw the 
book sealed with seven seals“ held in the 
right hand of God. And Christ ‘came and 
took the book.“ And then the four beasts 
and four and twenty elders 22 “sung a new 
song.“ It is not Curist, but these 28, who 
say ‘‘weshallreign on earth.“ Then John 
in chapter vi. saw Christ open the seals and 
show the calamities which were to come 
until the end of the world. This vision was 
in the first century. Iftheelders typified 
the Church, they have reigned on earth; first 
from the time of Constantine, when the 
Church and its priests were Kinos and con- 
stituted the power and grandeur and au- 
thority of the Imperial Governments, both 
at Constantinople and at Rome. The whole 
world for centuries was virtually dom- 
inated by theclergy. And when the Papacy 
arose in the seventh century, again the 
world was dominated and ruled for over 
1000 years by the Church and clergy. 

If Christ and his saints were inhabitants 
of the globe, with the nations subject to 
him, the devil could have no power to sub- 
vert that government, and array the human 
race in revolt. There are tobe two dis. 
tinct destructions—the first by Christ, who 
will come to punish as well as to reward. 
Christ said, And then shall all the tribes 
of the earth mourn.“ Why? Because he 
comes to destroy. Zecbariah said, And 
the Lord shall be king over all the earth,.“ 
and then he depicts the terrible destruc. 
tion which. is to follow. John describes 
this in similar manner in Rev. xix. “In 
righteousness he doth judge and make wur. 
„And the armies which were in heaven fol- 
lowed him upon white horses.“ After the 
capture of the beast and the false prophet, 
“and the remnant were slain and all the fowls 
were filied with their eh. Christ is to rule the 
nations with a rod of tron, while on this 
path of destruction. Inthe second desola. 
tion, after the millennium, satan is to 
gather them together to battle; the num- 
ber of whom is as the sand ofthe sea. And 
they went up on the breadth of the earth, 
and compared the camp of the saints about 
and the beloved city; and fire came down 
from God out of heaven. and devoured 
them.“ Then follows The earth and the 
heavens (firmament) ned away; and there 
was found no place for them,“ Succeeding 
thisis the judgment. The camp of the 
saints’’ has no explanation. The beloved 
city is probably Jerusalem, to be restored 
to the Jews, and to be faithful in adher- 
ence to God; and the only portion of the 
globe perhaps refusing to yield to Satan, 
But this, though protected by God, is nod 
the kingdom of Christ, peopled with 
10,000,000,000 of spirttual beings. The 
apostle Paul said to be carmally minded 
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isdeath; to be spiritually minded is lite 
and peace.“ John saw The new Jerusa- 
lem coming down from God out of heaven. 
“And God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall no more be 
death, neither sorrow, nor crying; neither 
shall there be any more pain; for the 
former things are passed away.“ 

And so, if any of the Pre-millennial Asso- 
ciation should live through the calamities, 
they will appreciate better the distinctions. 
The reward has been most lucidly described 
in the following lines: 


“TI heard the voice of countless thousands 
dead; 


They spake as one from out the and 


said. 
‘Ours is the only refuge ours the home 
Where pain and trouble and toil never 


come; 
Ours the last camping ground and rest 


from strife 
For all the toil-worn warriors of life; 
Ours is the end of human quest—

BEAUTIFUL FLORAL DISPLAY. 


Los Angeles Ladies Visit Mrs. Shepherd's 
Rese Garden at Ventura. 


A small party of ladies left Los An- 


_geles early Saturday morning to attend 


Mrs. Theodosia B. Shepherd’s spring 
opening. The openings of buds and 
blossoms in her beautiful gardens, 
where begonias lift their coral blossoms 
in trees and fuschias clamber over bay 
windows and drop their crimson bells 
twenty feet below. 

The trip up thecountry was delight- 
ful, a series of beautiful pictures varied 
and rich with color presenting them- 
selves. Valleys blossoming in pink and 
white, mountains veiled in palest ame- 
thyst, long stretches of golden poppies, 
purple lufin and Mariposa lilies, all 
lending their beauty and color to the 
landscape. 

When the train steamed into Ventura 
the sea broke upon the vision, dazzling 
in the sunshine, and the atmosphere, 
electrical and ozonized, give a peculiar 
exhilarationto the little crowd, who, 
seated in the bus, drove rapidly to the 
Rose Hotel, where a bountiful lunch 
was awaiting them. 

Just across the street are Mrs. Shep- 
herd’s gardens, whither the party plod- 
ded their way, the sound of the dash- 
ing surf, a rythmic chant, murmuring 
in their ears. Across the front of the 
garden for 200 feet a hedge of helio- 
trope—a moss of delicate bloom —sup- 
plies the town with perfume and but- 
ton-hole bouquets. Asthe party came 
to the gate they were met by Mrs. Shep- 
herd, attired in a russet gown and a 
wide sun hat, wreathed in flowers. 
Her three daughters, all more or less 
springlike in dress, flitted through the 
grounds and received the guests. There 
were perhaps 800 during the afternoon 
thronging the walks, surging through 
the greenhouses and inhaling perfume 
of flowers and trees.” | 

The lath-houses were filled with cy- 
clomen, begonias and ferns. The 
greenhouses blossomed in azalias and 
cinna roses, orchids hung on dainty 
blocks of bark and hanging baskets 
swung in bewildering rows, filled with 
delicate ferns and trailing vines. There 
was a magnificent stag’s-horn fern, and 
there were blossoming japonicas, ste- 
phanotis, the variégated gold-dust tree, 
with waving palms and magnolias in 
profusion. Great beds of seedling ama- 
ryllis were just coming into bloom. 
Over lath-houses trailed luxurious be- 
gonias, orange, lavender and blue, while 
the roses were a great, vivid, brilliant 
mass of color. 

Under a spreadiug pepper tree a 
crowd stood around a little table, upon 
which were arranged a mass of fetunias. 
These were raised by a protégé of Mrs. 
Shepherd’s, who, froma series of ex- 
periments in hybridizing, has produced 
some of the most marvelous specimens 
of fetunias knewn. 

They have been named by well-known 
seedsmen the Giants of California, 

In the immediate vicinity of the 
fetunias the great beds of cacti at- 
tracted much attention, their quaint 
and curious growth being new to many 
of the visitors. 

In one little corner was a fine collec- 
tion of thirty-two seedling roses, one of 
which, a tawny yellow of the Beauty of 
Glazenwood type, was christened during 
the afternoon The Caroline Sever- 
ance,“ in honor of one of the Los An- 
geles guests. 

In the front of the residence a little 
group was found constantly around the 
climbing cactus, which has reached the 
roof of the house and is pow ambi- 
tiously nearing the chimney. 

Those who cared for such things were 
deeply interested in Mrs. Shepherd’s 
on hybridization. She is constantly ex- 
perimenting and is deeply interested in 
novelties. New varieties are being de- 
veloped and beautiful results obtained 
by growing seedlings from imported se- 
lections. any of these novelties were 
on exhibition and attracted much at- 
tention. | 

But the afternoon waned, the violet 
lights began to gather over the foothills 
and the Los Angeles party, with a ling- 
ering look at the masses of color, be- 
thought themselves of home. An hour 
before train time Mr. Shepherd secured 
a carriage and the whole party dashed 
through the little town for a drive; past 
the old mission church and the ancient 
olive orchard, planted almost a century 
ago; up the avenue toward the famous 
Ojai Valley and down again tothe sea. 
Here, with the waves murmuring of 
distant climes and the islands misty and 
picturesque, the party said farewell to 
Ventura; and witha parting shriek the 
engine bore them rapidly away through 
the fertile valley of the Santa Clara and 
on to the Home of the Angels, where 
spring openings are only known in dress 
goods and millinery.

1 Camp With its Flaring 


Wasuinoton, April 11.—[Special Cor- 
respondence to Tun Times.| A striking 
figure in the capitol at Washington 
draws the curious eves of sightseers. 
It is that of a Senator, a stalwart and 
stately veteran from snow-capped Nev- 
ada, the frosted silver State. Silver 
white is his hair. Silvered,,too, is the 
patriarch’s beard that flows over his 
breast. Yet he still lacks several years 
of the patriarch’s age of three-score 
and ten. 

His face is deeply lined, but there 1s 
little stoop to the broad shoulders. His 
cheek is ruddy and his eye isclear. His 
bearing is genial, but dominant at times 
to the verge of domineering. He leans 
on nobody. He forms and asserts his 
own opinions with racy vigor. He be- 
longs to the grand army of pioneers—to 
the virgin earth breakers. He is of the 
Argonauts who braved the dragon dan- 
ger in its hundred forms and won their 
golden fleece with pick and pan. 

The sfory of his life is a drama. He 
still holds the stage as a leading oid 
man, but in his zenith he wasa star of 
the first magnitude. Then he was a 
State-maker—the master mind in the 
most marvelous mining camp this world 
has seen, on the crest of that marvel of 
nature, the Comstock lode. 

In those days Mark Twain was an ob- 
scure reporter for the Territorial En- 
terprise of Virginia City, as the camp 
on the Comstock was christened while 
only a sprawling baby. But Mark 
Twain’s eye and humor were in the 
unknown reporter as in the author of 
Innocents Abroad.“ Witness his orig- 
inal cartoon of Big Bill Stewart. th 
boss of the bar: 

„Why, man, he doth bestride our nar- 
row range like a Colossus, and we petty 
men Kalk under his huge legs and peep 
about to find ourselves six feet of un- 
claimed ground. Sure it is, too, that 
he has as much brass in his composition 
as the famous old statue of Rhodes ever 
had.“ 

In the grave and suave old Senator at 
the Capitol a passing glance would see 
small likeness to the long-limbed, raw- 
boned, red-haired adventurer, envel- 
oped ina yellow duster, with flapping 
skirts, who climbed the Sierras to seek 
his fortune in the new field of the Ne- 
vada silver mines, and strode along the 
dusty trail across the valley of the Car- 
son in the midst of the motley stream 
of prospectors, gamblers, sailors, mer- 
chants, lawyers, clerks, cowboys, cooks, 
‘‘tenderfeet’’ of many nations, races 
and colors, threading the files of carts 
heaped high with every kind of truck 
and baggage, while a whirling din of 
calls and oaths and jests urged on the 
the bucking broncos and plodding 
oxen and straining mules with jingling 
collars and straps of bells. 

But in the burly, unkempt adventurer 
was the unflagging energy, the unfalter- 
ing nerve, the fourteen-hour working 
power, the bold ambition, the dashing 
insight, the readiness of adaptation, 
the hard sense, the colossal self-asser- 
tion that lifted the man above the muck 
in a few months’ time to the head of 
the bar in the turbulent camp, and pre- 
saged his grip upon the reins and whip 
that guided and lashed the plunging 
team of the new territory of Nevada. 

He had already won high distinction 
on the other side of the Sierras ig his 
chosen profession, but his political and 
pecuniary fortune had been swamped in 
a hard-fought contest for the control of 
the golden State, and he was con- 
strained to begin again at the foot of 
the ladder inthe silver Territory. He 
showed that death alone could keep 
such a goodman down. The Big bill 
Stewart’’ of the roaring camp on the 
Comstock was the rough bronze which 
thirty years have only silvered over. 

It is of curious interest to follow his 
strides to the top,.but I am making 
simply a free-hand sketch of one round 
in the ladder, a single scene in the 
drama. It is true tothe life and the 
letter of the encounter of the ruler and 
bully, the contrast of stern resolution 
and blustering swagger, the clashing of 
the spirit of law and the spirit of an- 
archy, the determination of the mas- 
tery of the seething and heaving camp. 

Sam Brown was a black sheep of the 
world-wide Brown family described by 
the author of Tom Brown. In unadul 
terated and notorious badness he was 
easily first. He was the original bogey 
man of Nevada. There was a host of 
Browns among the &adventurers that 
swarmed over the Sierras, but only one 
Sam Brown. His full Christian name 
was such a grotesque misfit that no- 
body ever though of using it. He was 
asprout in a field, too, where hair was 
worn long and names short. 

The shuddering terror which this des- 
perade shed about him can only be pic- 
tured faintly. No brute that ever 
lurked in the jungle or roved over a 
desert was more treacherous, blood- 
thirsty and remorseless. His purr was 
even more to be dreaded than his growl, 
for he sought to throw his victims off 
their guard before unsheathing his 
claws. 

He was a strapping six-footer, tough- 
ened by a life of exposure ana peril. 
He reveled in an atmosphere of reck- 
less debauchery. He was at one time 
the creature and the creator of the un- 
curbed license of the early camp. It 
2 his vanity’ to be hailed as a 

ang-leader, foremost of the toughs in 
the foremost mining camp. He exulted 
in the knowledge that peaceful citizens 
shunned him as a pestilence that walk- 
eth in darkness and lamplight and noon- 
day, and he gloried in the cringing of 
weaklings and toadies. Her was not 
lacking in courage of the reckless, dare- 
devil sort, but he took every advantage 
of brow-beating and swagger and pur- 
posely exaggerated the common dread 
of him by parading as a walking arse- 
pockets 
and a long sheath-knife stuck ostenta- 
tiously in his bootleg. | 

A single incident vouched for by a 
dozen eye-witnesses flashes a light on 
his nature in one glaring moment of 
revelation. A weak, underwitted 
lounger, whose feeble discretion was 
blurred out in drink, staggered up 
against him one day in. barroom and 
made some poor jest, at which Sam 
took offense. On the instant he slung 
one of his long arms about his prey and 
holding him as easily as a cat does a 
mouse, drove his knife to tlie hilt in his 
side, turning it Maltese fashion,” in 
the screeching quivering victim. Then 
he flung the bleeding and mangled body 
on the floor of the bar-room, and when 
some rough Samaritans ventured in to 
carry away the man, still faintly groan- 
ing, Sam Brown was stretched out on 


the green cloth of one of the pool tables, : 


sleeping as calmly as a child hushed to 
rest by his mother. Seemingly there 
was no check to the ruffian’s bravado 
and brutality. 

No deputy dared arrest him. No 
picked up jury could be trusted to con- 
vict him. The flimsy ‘‘cooler’’ that 
served as a jail would not confine him 
for a day. It remained to shun him or 
suffer him or shoot him. He had a 
ruftian following likely to warn and res- 
cue him or revenge his taking off, and 
he was himselfa quick and dead shot 
with his gun,“ so that a man who 
crossed his way took his life in his 
hands and no one was ready to take the 
risk and responsibility of ridding the 
camp of its nightmare. 

So the tiger roamed at large and at 
will till the big, red-haired attorney 
came to the Comstock. He heard of 
Sam Brown at once andSam soon heard 
of him as an uncommonly stalwart and 
and stirring slip of the law, which he 
was pleased to defy. The two men 
could not live in the camp without 
meeting and a meeting of such men 
must be a collision. 

The occasion soon came. A mining 
claim in dispute. was referred to a jury, 
which met in a toll house a mile away 
from the main camp. There was a bar 
in the house and tolls were taken and 
drinks were served with monotonous 
regularity. Stewart was engaged as 
attorney for the plaintiffs anu Sam 
Brown was hired as a witness for the 
defense. It wasaclear case of claim- 
jumping, but the jumpers were in pos- 
session and backed by Sam Brown. 
This combination was more than nine 
points of the law on the lode at that 
time. It was openly boasted that no 
contesting attorney would dare to con- 
front and push his case. , 

The braggarts did not know of what 
metal Stewart was made. It was a 
ringing test. Shortly before noon the 
jury met as agreed, took a drink and 
went out together to inspect the actual 
ground of the claim. Then the twelve 
jurymen returned to the toll house and 
took a drink, and Stewart was called 
upon to produce his witnesses. The 
fourth man was testifying and the jury 
was listening with interest to the plain, 
straightforward unfolding of the case 
under the simple and direct questioning 
of the lawyer. Of a sudden the door 
was slammed wide open by a thunder- 
ing kick. 

The witness stopped short with gap- 
ing mouth. The startled jurymén rose 
half out of their seats. They were. sit- 
ting on rude wooden benches in a cor- 
ner of the room farthest from the door. 
Stewart sat in front of them on a three- 
legged stool. He turned his head, as 
all d.d, toward the open doorway. 

killing the entrance with his burly 
body Sam Brown stood scowling darkly 
on the spectators. He was on the war- 
path and needed no warpaint to pro- 
claim it. The butts of two heavy revol- 
vers bulged out at his hips, and in his 
boot was thrust his gleaming knife, 


doub.e-edged and as keen as a razor. 


It was his dearest possession. He 
sharpened it often with the tenderest 
care. It was rarely out of reach of his 
hand. Once an express rider who did 
not know him asked for it to cut a strip 
of bacon. Sam held it out half way in 
surly compliance, then drew it back 
and felt its edge with his tkumb, re- 
marking with an ugly leer that he had 
killed seventeen men with it and was 
superstitious about lending it to cut 
bacon. 


This may have been a lying brag, but 
its horrid conjuring and the evil face 
turned the rider sick and cold. The 
bravest of men must have confessed to 
a shiver. So when the ruffian stood in 
that doorway, armed to the teeth, 
primed with raw whisky, swaying a 
little with an ominous roll of his shaggy | 
head, it is no wonder that the strongest 
nerves were shaken. No mythic pit of 
Tartarus could belch forth a monster 
more malignant. | 

What would he dare? What would he 
do? It was the common belief that 
when his blood was up he would dare 
anything and do murder to wreak his 
humor. When fired with liquor the 
slightest crossing roused his fury, and 
his rage wasdeadly. Better beard the 
lion or pluck a morsel from a tiger’s 
mouth than risk the knife or bullet of 
this pitiless devil. So the miners 
thought in the toll house. All were 
hardened by their daily toil and peril. 
All thirsted for gold and risked life and 
limb for it avillingly. All braved the 
icy blasts that swept the bleak mount- 
ain ridge and the hanging death in the 
black pits and drifts. e Comstock 
camp, with its flaring hells, where rum 
and gambling ran riot, was no asylum 
for weaklings or cowards. But there 
was not one of the hardy jurymen who 
was not cowed by the’ sight of that 
lounging. scowling desperado darkening 
the doorway like a storm clond. 

To one man alone after the first 
shock a revulsion came like the recoil 


of fine steel. His nerves were strained |. 
Stew- | 
art knew the bully at the first glance, | 


tense, but they did not waver. 


though he had never seen him before. 
Noone camp ever spawned two Sam 
Browns at one time. 


He had looked for the coming of 
Brown and was in a meausre prepared | 


to face him. His hand fell instinct- 
ively to the butt of a revolver in his hip 
pocket under bis long black coat. He 
cocked his pistol without drawing it 
and held his finger against the trigger. 
If there was to be shooting he did not 
intend to be a helpless target. Killing 
a witness was not strictly professional, 
but it was less objectionable than be- 
ing killed by a witness. 4 

There was no chance of dodging the 
encouuter and no hope of ignoring the 
ruffian’s insolence. He must cringe be- 
fore it or quell it, and cringing would 
be fatal to his case before the jury 
and fatal to his hope of leading the bar. 
Sam Brown and his fellows would 
triumphin his degradation and bully 
him unendingly. If his life was spared 
it would be at the cost of his self-re- 
spect and there was no assurance that 
cringing would shield him. Sam Brown 
might step aside from an adder, but he 
would tread on a worm. 

So the lawyer’s resolution was hard- 
ened in the moment that showed the 
threatening figure with his foot on the 
sill. He kept his seat on his stool, but 
turned slightly with his hand on his hip 
to bring his eye and his pistol to bear 
onthe bully. After the pause in the 
doorway, calculated to round ont the 
impression, Sam Brown came on up the 
room striding and stamping with his 
heavy-soled boots to show his cqntempt 
for the court and his mood for a 
rumpus. 

A few feet from the startled spec- 
tators he halted, drew himself up to 
his full height and stood with his feet 
apart glowering at the jury and Stew- 
art. Noone on the benches cared to 
catch his eye by a return stare, byt the 
man onthe stool never took his keen 
eyes from the face of the ruffian since 
it was shown at the door. Sam shrug- 
ged his shonlders gcontemptuously,. 
hawked and spit to show that he felt at 
home, aud drawing down his heavy eye - 
brows, tried to frown the. attorney out! 
of countenance, 

But there was no quiver or wincing 
under the threat, Stewart’s teeth 
were close set and the lines of his face 
were rigid. His gorge had risen at the 
intolerable effrontery and he was ready 
to mie Crisp and sharp-cut as the 
snap of a whip came his challenge: 
„Who are you, sir?’’ 

This pricked the skin of the bully, 


the camp. “I am Sam Brown,“ he 
roared, everybody knows me!“ 

“Like a bullet came the order: 
“Take of your hat and sit down! 
When we want you as a witness you 
will be called.“ 

This was a shot at the bull’seye. It 
confounded the bully. Who was this 
man who dared to order him about in 
the camp which he terrorized? He 
glared savagely at Stewart and his 
hand stole toward his hip, but he did 
not reach it. He caught the instant 
flash in the eye of the lawyer and the 
pressure of his pistol hand. He was 
bold, after his kind, but he saw death 
in the mirror of that face and it shook 
his braggart assurance. He dared not 
challenge the shot byadash. He had 
killed men before by firing through his 
pocket and he saw that his challenger 
knew the trick. His face changed 
from brutal bluster to sullen bewilder- 
ment. He took off his hat awkwardly 
and sat down one of the benches. 

Stewart went on with his examina- 
tion, but always contrived to keep an 
eye on the benchand his hand on his 
pistol. Wen it came to his turn to 
question Brown he pulled the truth out 
of the reluctant witness by searching 
inquiries and showed no conscivusness 
that the bully was different from any 
other witness that day, buthe was care- 
ful to preservea bearing of frigid po- 
liteness. It was a novel experience for 
the hectoring bully. 

The trial came to an end. The jury 
returned a verdict without a moment’s 
delay. Stewart won his case and arose 
to go. He observed that the discom- 
fited witness was lingering behind and 
he felt that a threat still hung over him. 
But he was surprised by the advance of 
Brown without a suggestion of bluster. 

„Will you take a drink with me, Mr. 
Stewart!“ he asked with almost a plain- 
tive note in his tone. According tothe 
manner of the camp refusal of this olive 
branch would have been a gross insult. 
Ves, thank you,“ said the lawyer and 
walked up to the bar. He was careful. 
however, to get his pistol hand free, and 
his pistol pocket toward his entertainer. 
He raised his glasses, but hedid not 
raise his eyes. It was a diversion with 
Sam Brown to take men off their guard, 
and the lifting of a friendly glass had 
been the signal for a shot. 

But Sam took no notice apparently of 
the lawyer's distrust. He drank off his 
glass and then shattered it on the bar 
with an admiring oath, ‘‘You are the 
stuff, Mr. Stewart.“ he cried. ‘‘Will 
you shake hands?’’ The lawyer held 
out his hand and Sam squeezed it de- 
voutly. From that day on till he died, 
shot like a wolf in the night. he was a 
trumpet for the boss of the bar“ in 
the camp. The bloodhound had met his 
master and fawned at his feet.

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THE BURNS DIVORCE SUIT. 


The Trial of the Sensational 
Case Resumed. 


The Defendant Takes the Stand in 
His Own Behalf. 


He Details the Relations Between 
Himself and Plaintiff, 


And Denies That He Ever Signed a Mar- 
riage Contract—The Woman Was 
; Only His Mistress—The 
Mesmer Incident, . 


The trial of the sensational divorce 
case of Sarah A. Burns vs. J. Frank 
Burns, which had been deferred on 
account of the Fairmont peach tree 
case for two days, was resumed before 
Judge McKinley in Department Six at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and will, 
in all probability, occupy his attention 
during the whole of today’s session. 
Although the matter is one in which 
considerable interest is being mani- 
fested, there was not a large attend- 
dance, only a few of the regular habitues 
being present in the courtroom. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
reading of the findings of the court of 
Nebraska, which were to the effect that 
Burns was granted a divorce in 1886 
from plaintiff onthe ground that she 
bad committed adultery with Charles 
C. Ellenwood. 

The defendant, James Frank Burns, 
then took the stand and testified in his 
own behalf to the following effect: On 
August 8, 1889. he was married to Mrs. 
Josephine Hill in this city, and is now 
living with her on West Seventeenth 
street. Their only child isa boy now 
14 months old. e first met plaintiff, 
who was then Mrs: Butler, in 1869, 
while en voyage to San Francisco by 
steamer. Upon arrival at San Fran- 
cisco they went to the Russ House and 
occupied the same room together for 
three days. He next met her at the 
United States Hotel here in 1871, and 
paid her room rent and board there for 
twelve months. During that time he 
visited her from three to five times a 
week, remaining with her all night, but 
did not know whether or not her hus- 
band knew of theirintimacy. In Octo- 
ber, 1888, witness went to Ainsworth, 
Neb., where he resided until 1886 con- 
tinuously. He aud plaintiff resided to- 
gether at the Burns House in 1886 un- 
til he went to Omaha in October, and 
after his return he ceased todoso. On 
October 4, 1886, he informed her of 
his intention to institute proceedings 
for a divorce from her on the ground of 
adultery with Ellen wood. She was not 
sick at the time and knew perfectly 
well the nature of the proceedings. 
Soon afterward she left Ainsworth and 
he next met ber at Colfax in December, 
1886, when they traveled together to 
San Francisco and went to a lodging- 
house on the corner of Market 
and Third streets. No contract of 
marriage was signed there, nor 
was such a document ever drawn 
up between them. The only paper he 
signed there wasa will drawn in Ne- 
braska. but changed in San Francisco. 
He then came down to Los Angeles and 
next met plaintiff in Nevada City, Cal., 
in January, 1887, but did not cohabit 
with her. On his return to this city he 
met her on the street, and at her re- 
quest went to see her at the Johnson 
mansion. When she returned from San 
Francisco in September, .1887, they 
went to the Ramona, where they lived 
together for threé months. Thence 
they went to a private house, where 
they lived until March, 1888. She then 
weut to San Francisco and he never 
lived with her again after that. She 
demanded money from him in June, 
1888, and he then gave her $3800, in 
full settlement of all claims. The fol- 
lowing receipt was then offered in evi- 
dence: 

Los ANGELEs, June 25, 1888. 

Received from J. F. Burns, Esq.. the sum 
of $300, current funds, in full of all de- 
mands and claims and promises, of what 
ever nature to date. Mrs. S. A. BURNS. 

Witness: W. E. Morford, Jr. 

He leased a lodging-house on Los An- 
geles street for her in October, 1888, 
where she remained about twelve 
months. During that time he occasion- 
ally visited her, and upon one of these 
occasions she asked him to get hera 
marriage certificate in order to show 
her mother and sister. He purchased 
one, filled in the blank aud gave it to 


ber. 

At the time he gave her the $800 it 
was mutually agreed that each should 
destroy all letters and papers received 
from the other, and that she should live 
with him as his mistress only. 


After October, 1886, he never re- | 


ferred to plaintiff as his wife, although 
he frequently introduced her as Mrs. 
Burns. Upon two occasions he bor- 
rowed money from plaintiff, $600 at 
one time and $500 at the other, but 
repaid both sums. 

The witness was examined in detail 
as to the introductions testified to by 
the witnesses for plaintiff, and denied 
each and every incident recited. 

With reference to the Mesmer epi- 
sode, the witness stated that he went 
to the United States Hotel on business, 
and Mesmer said: Frank, why don't 

ou go and settle with Mrs. Burns? 

e wants some money. I want to run 
you for Sheriff; there are over 600 
Germans here ready to vote for you, 
and we don’t want that scandal to come 
out. You had better give her some 
money and settle the affair.“ 

In March Jast Mesmer again told him 
to settle the matter, saying that Mr. 
Speuee wanted to have the affair dis- 
posed of, as he was a witness. Defend- 
ant replied that there was only one way 
in which to settle it. The woman was 
either his wife or she was not, and the 
— alone could determine that ques- 

n. 


On cross-examination the defendant, 
who is ordinarily a practical, business- 
like man, evinced adisposition to dodge 
awkward questions, and finally fell 
back upon the somewhat transparent 
plea that he was a little off’? on ac- 
count of his troubles about the time of 
his meeting with the plaintiff at Colfax. 
His memory, also, which had been re- 
markably good on direct examination, 
suddenly failed him when prsssed as to 
such important matters as the signing 
of the alleged marriage contract in San 
Francisco, and, in brief, he did not 
make as favorable a showing as had 
been expected. He was still upon the 
stand when court adjourned for the day 
at 5 o’clock, and the matter went over 
until this morning.
